CHIPS originated in Chicago, where it was known as the Chicago Independent 
High School Press Service, in March, 1969. The founder, John Schaller, 
moved to Houston, Texas in the summer of 1970, . The first issue of CHIPS, 
TPS was published in September, 1970, FPS according to the publication 
officially stood for nothing but Gnofficially stood for "fuck public school" 
FPS #/1 was entitled, SCREW YOUR SCHOOL, and listed a number of methods of 
disrupting school procedures, damaging school property, and various other 
injurious’ schemes, . 


On 12/11/70 CHIPS announced that they had moved to 3210 Grace St. N.W. 
Washington D.C, 338-6318, They also announced that they were to be funded 
and could lower their rates. (Stern Family Fund and Ford Foundation, not 
announced by CHIPS). They moved into the office of the Student Information 
Center which was a developement of the U.S. Office of Education, Dept. of HE 
They were later ousted for anti-governnent activities but then received 
funding from Philip M.° Stern, Family Fund, The CENTER FOR COMMUNITY CHANGE 
1000 Wisconsin Ave. Wash, DC, was used as a conduit to get moneles to SIC 

as SIC had no tax exemption. Thus, CHIPS/FPS was able to obtain money 
funded tc Center for Community Change, through Student Information Cenver,

receiving any mil. 


The 1971 E1 Paso City Directory listed ELEA 
AGUIRRE, 926 Argentina, a student, but resident at that 
address, according to the Criss-Cross Directory, was 
ENRIQUE V. TORRES, telephone 778-1576, a salesman at 
Poe Chrysler—-Plymouth.

On 3/21/72 ENRIQUE "HENRY" TORRES, 926 Argentina, 
Salesman, Dick Poe Chrysler-Plymouth, was interviewed and 
furnished the following information: 


He had known ELWA ALICIA AGUY XE since her birth in 
approximately 1948 to his Vv friends, SALVADOR AGUIRRE- 
CHAVEZ and ELEA HAUCHBAUM, matereal name unkuown, citizens 


and residents of Mexico. Miss AGUIRRE had been born in El] Paso, 


was thus an American citizen, had attended Jesus and Mary Nigh 
School, and Texas Western College, graduating from latter 
institution in 1969, ELBA, very socially-minded, had been 

a beglity queen at TWC, had since married (1971) JESUS ANTONIO 
(an ex-priest), and was now residing in Puebla, Puebla, 
xico, where her husband was pursuing a doctorate. 


Miss AGUIRRE was employed by either the cityorecounty, 
while attending college, had never displayed any politi¢al 
consciousness, had no known associates among "new left" type. 
Mr. TOKRES was not acquainted with CHARLES WILLIAM RYAN, knew 
of no connection between Miss AGUIRRE and any black militant

Miss AGUIRRE had used his residence as a mailing address 
while attending college, but she actually had resided at 
Calle Diez #691, Juarez, with her parents. Her father was 
a councilman in the immediate past city administration when 
BERNAKDO NOZGARAY was mayor. By profession he was an 
agricultural engineer, was presently a Mexican tederal official, 
in charge of the Chamizal Beautification Program, had office 
telephone number 2-37-51, Mr. AGUIRRE also owned the "Acropolis", 
a bookstore located at Ramon Yorona, $145 Sur, Juarez, in 
the Edificio Yontinental. ftir. AGUIRRE also has one son, 
SALVADOR AGUIRRE-H., about 27, a doctor presently interning 
in one of the hospitals in Juarez. Mr. TORRES vouched for 
the integrity of the entire family.
